The monthly meéting of the Parish Council 'was held on Tuesday 
19th January in the Committee Room in the Village Hall. - 


Tree mii 

The Clerk reported that the Trees anc Woodlands Officer of the 
District Council had recommended that the tree at the rear of 
12 Gladeside should be felled das it Was too close to the house 
and could cause damage tc the foundations. The Parish Council 
asreec with regret to act upon this recormendation and the tree 
will be Yelted in the near future. 


Farm House 
Mr. Brurming made several recommendations as to the improvements 
and maintenance which is necessary to the exterior of the Farm 
House. Further quotcs are awaited. It is also hoved to plant 
a screen of trees from the end of the Drift towards the Farm 
House. The matter will te. discussed further at the next meeting 
Perimeter Wall 
The Clerk reported that following thé Council's’ decision:to seek 
expert advice. onthe. condition of the perimeter wall, three 
appointments had been meade with the Building Inspector but in 
each case a suricy had.to be abandonel due to-the weather 
ecnditions. The jeune! would like to apologise again for the 
délay in rebuilding the wall but the matter will be dealt with 
as scon as is practicable.

It was confirmed that Bar Hill is now entitled to an increase 
of two parish councillors, bringing the total number to 13 and 
that this would take effect from the Parish Council elections 
due to take placé in May of this year. If you are interested in 
standing for. election to the Parish Council, you may find it 
helpful to come along to Council meetings over the next few 
months and get an idea of procedure at meetings and, general 
background to the matt ners at present under diseussion.
